Rideshare, taxi accident 
data prove hard to find 


Have you ever won- 
dered what happens 
if your rideshare or 
taxi driver gets into 
an accident? With the 
excessive amount of 
Ubers, Lyfts and cabs 
on Chicago roadways, 
fender benders are 
bound to happen. 

But exactly how 
many traffic accidents 
involving a rideshare 
vehicle or taxi hap- 
pened in Chicago last year? Well, that remains 
to be seen. It appears that data is hard to come 
by Believe me, I tried hunting it down. 

You can (absolutely not) rest easy knowing 
that if you’re in an accident while in a ride- 
share vehicle or taxi, it’s probably not noted 
as such. At least, not in an official sense. 

“There is no check box designating 
rideshare vehicles or taxicabs on the traffic 
crash report,” said Chicago Police officer and 
spokesman Jose Estrada. 

Estrada said the distinction that a vehicle 
involved a traffic accident is a rideshare or taxi 
likely would be documented in the narrative 
or license plate portion of the report. And 
while there is a check box for “commercial ve- 
hicle” on the crash report, it’s meant to desig- 
nate shuttle buses, charter buses or large vans 
used to transport large numbers of people. 

“Taxicabs are easier to identify and docu- 
ment on the traffic crash report because of 
their specially issued Illinois Hcense plates 
and medallion numbers,” Estrada said. “For 
Uber or Lyft, there is no designation because 
they are regular vehicles with no special mu- 
nicipal or state licensing. It may be designat- 
ed as an Uber or Lyft if the reporting officer 
writes that in the narrative portion, but that’s 
left up to discretion of the officer.” 

Estrada said that without going back and 
reviewing every report, there is no way to 
generate the metrics I requested. 

Luckily, every crash report issued by the 


police is also sent to the Illinois Department 
of Transportation. While the organization 
does not track crash data for rideshare 
services, it does collect data on the number 
of taxis involved in accidents. 

In 2014, there were 4,129 crashes involv- 
ing taxis in Chicago, according to the data 
provided by IDOT, 830 of which resulted in 
injury Three of those accidents were fatal. 

I also reached out to Uber and Lyft, hop- 
ing they could give me at least a ballpark ac- 
cident figure. But they were not forthcoming 
with that information, if they track it at all. 

I did discover that both companies offer 
insurance for their drivers. The insurance pro- 
vided and amount of coverage varies depend- 
ing on which stage of a ride the driver is in. 

Both rideshare services offer an insurance 
policy with $i million worth of coverage per 
incident starting the moment a driver ac- 
cepts a trip to its conclusion. 

“What I can tell you is that the safety 
of our community is our top priority,” Lyft 
spokeswoman Alexandra LaManna wrote 
in an email. “We encourage drivers and pas- 
sengers to report accidents or safety-related 
incidents to Lyft so that we can respond 
appropriately for example by reaching out to 
all parties to offer support or by assisting law 
enforcement.” 

Uber and Lyft have customer support 
teams available in the event that you’re in- 
volved in an accident while using the service 
and encourage you to use them. 

“Riders rate their driver and vice versa, 
and can provide feedback to Uber, including 
if they were involved in an accident,” Uber 
spokeswoman Kayla Whaling wrote in an 
email. “Our customer support staff are ready 
to respond 24 hours a day, seven days a week.” 

It seems bizarre that with the large num- 
ber of Chicagoans who use these modes of 
transportation, little to no accident data is 
readily available— even just for safety’s sake.

T rump agrees to participate 
in all 3 presidential debates

Donald Trump said Monday that he will 
participate in all three presidential dehates, 
ending Ungering questions about whether 
the GOP presidential nominee would esca- 
late complaints about the debate schedule or 
moderators. 

“I expect to do all three. I look forward 
to the debates. I think it is an important el- 
ement of what we’re doing. I think you have 
an obhgation to do the debates,” Trump said 
Monday to reporters in Ohio. “I did them 
with the other [primary candidates]— I guess 
II debates. I look forward to the debates.” 

Trump had previously not committed to 
participating in the debates, objecting first to 
the debate dates— which overlap with NFL 
games— and later saying that he would not 
agree until the moderators were announced. 
“I would say that certain moderators would 
be unacceptable, absolutely” he told Time 
magazine last month. 

On Monday, Trump said he likes and re- 
spects the moderators who have been an- 
nounced. Committing to participate in the 
scheduled debates, he said that only natural 
disasters or other similar crises would prevent 
him from attending. 

Speaking to reporters, the GOP nominee 
said that he has not engaged in traditional de- 
bate prep but that he and his campaign advis- 
ers discuss the debates regularly Trump said 
that he has not done mock sessions and that 



nobody is playing Hillary CHnton during his 
debate prep. 

“Pve seen people do so much prep work 
that when they got out there they can’t 
speak,” he said. 

The first presidential debate will be Sept. 26 
at Hofstra University in Hempstead, N.Y. 
It win be moderated by Lester Holt of NBC 
News. 

The vice-presidential debate will follow, on 
Oct. 4. 

On Oct. 9, the second presidential debate 
win be held at Washington University in St. 
Louis and wH be hosted by Martha Raddatz 
of ABC News and Anderson Cooper of CNN. 

The third and final presidential debate will 
be held at the University of Nevada in Las Ve- 
gas on Oct. 19 and wifi be hosted by Fox News’ 
Chris Wahace. 


Obama cancels planned meeting with 
‘colorful’ new Philippine president

President Obama caUed off a planned meet- 
ing Tuesday with new Philippine President 
Rodrigo Duterte, seeking distance from a US. 
ally’s leader during a diplomatic tour that’s put 
Obama in close quarters with a cast of conten- 
tious world figures. 

It’s unusual for one president to tell another 
what to say or not say and much rarer to call the 
other a “son of a bitch.” Duterte managed to 
do both just before flying to Laos for a regional 
summit, warning Obama not to challenge him 
over extrajudicial killings in the Philippines. 

“Clearly he’s a colorful guy” Obama said. 
“What I’ve instructed my team to do is talk 
to their Philippine counterparts to find out is 
this in fact a time where we can have some con- 
structive, productive conversations.” 


Early Tuesday National Security Council 
spokesman Ned Price said the meeting with 
Duterte was off 

Duterte has been under intense global scru- 
tiny over the more than 2,000 suspected drug 
dealers and users killed since he took office. 
Obama had said he planned to raise the issue 
in his first meeting with Duterte, but the Phil- 
ippine leader insisted he was only listening to 
his own country’s people. 

“You must be respectful,” Duterte said of 
Obama. “Do not just throw questions.” Using 
the Tagalog phrase for “son of a bitch,” he said, 
“Putang ina I will swear at you in that forum.” 
He made the comment to reporters in Manilla. 

Obama said he would “undoubtedly” stiU 
bring up human rights and due process con- 
cerns “if and when” the two do meet.

M elissa Sttickw ell’s 22-nionth-old son, Dallas, might be under the 
impression that his mother’s artifieial leg has superpow ers. 

“One of my favorite moments is that recently he started seeing my prosthetic legs 
around and he says, ‘Momma! Momma!’ ” the Army veteran and Chicago resident 
said. “He understands that those are mine and I have a special leg. And when I put 
on one leg, he says, ‘Momma, run!’ and sometimes he’ll say, ‘Run fast!’ 


“With the Olympics being on [TV recent- 
ly}, he sees what I’m doing, and whether he 
understands it right now, I don’t know, but I 
think there’s something in his Httle mind that 
is comprehending what I’m going to do.” 

What Stockwell is going to do, if all goes as 
planned, is bring home a medal from the Rio 
Paralympics. The 36-year-old will need the 
help of “Little Leg,” as she affectionately calls 
her prosthetic, if she is to earn a spot on the 
podium in the triathlon Sunday 

“It can be a tragic story, but I feel like I’ve 
turned the tragedy into triumph and just be- 
ing able to overcome anything that comes 
your way that you don’t really expect,” said 


Stockwell, who lives in Ukrainian Village with 
her husband, Brian Tolsma, and their son. “I 
really wouldn’t have it any other way It’s been 
almost 13 years and I’m a proud above-the- 
knee amputee. I’m a proud American, I’m a 
proud Team USA athlete and I just feel very 
lucky about how my life has turned out.” 

If not for what happened April 13, 2004, 
you might never know Stockwell’s name, 
much less that of her artificial Hmb. 

If things had been different, she likely 
would have gone on to serve a distinguished 
but largely anonymous military career. Not 
that she or anyone who puts on the uniform 
craves recognition.

Instead, Stockwell, then a second lieuten- 
ant in the Army, lost her left leg while de- 
ployed in Iraq. She and her unit were driving 
from an airport to the Green Zone in Bagh- 
dad when their vehicle was struck by a road- 
side bomb. 

Luck might have kept her injuries from be- 
ing more serious, but determination is what 
kept her spirits up through the numerous sur- 
geries that followed, in addition to inspiring 
her Paralympic aspirations. 

“Obviously, losing my leg was a traumatic 
event, but I had the power to choose how I 
went on from there,” the three-time paratri- 
athlon world champion said. “So I chose to ac- 
cept the loss of my leg, to be resHient through 
it and to make my Hfe what I wanted it to be.” 

This year marks Stockwell’s second Para- 
lympic berth. In 2008, she became the first 
Iraq War veteran to qualify for the Paralym- 
pics; she competed in swimming and carried 
the American flag in the closing ceremony 
Her profile extends into the commercial uni- 
verse, too. 

She counts 13 corporate sponsors among 
her supporters and will gladly rave about how 
much she loves Smuckers products (“We are 
very much a family that eats many Uncrust- 
ables”). Stockwell also has appeared in a hand- 
ful of ads that have aired since the beginning 
of August, was featured in a documentary 
called “Warrior Champions” and twice has 
been nominated for an ESPY award. 

Stockwell’s day job involves helping to fit 


amputees with prosthetics, and she co-found- 
ed the nonprofit Dareitri Paratriathlon Club 
in Chicago to help athletes with disabdities 
acclimate to the sport. For those closest to 
her, however, Stockwell’s celebrity profile is 
far from her finest quality 

“She never has an attitude of ‘I’m better 
than everybody else,’ ” said Keri Serota, 
Stockwell’s friend and one of Dare2tri’s co- 
founders. “She always has time for anybody 
and everybody whether it’s somebody getting 
on a hand cycle for the very first time or 
learning to run on a prosthetic after losing a 
limb, or a youth athlete who has never swam 
before and is petrified to get in the water, I 
think Mehssa has patience and kindness and 
genuinely wants to see them succeed. And so 
I think passing on her love of sport, whether 
it’s recreationaUy or competitively, MeHssa 


gives every one of those people the same 
amount of respect, time and attention and 
encourages them.” 

Although she occasionally has to leave the 
city to train, most of her preparation takes 
place in Chicago (“The athletic community is 
just so incredibly supportive; I honestly don’t 
know if I would want to train anywhere else”). 
Every so often, curious onlookers ask for the 
story behind Little Leg. 

“Kids especially are a lot more uninhib- 
ited,” Serota said. “Even little kids will look at 
her leg and say ‘What’s that?’ or ‘What hap- 
pened?’ or ‘Where did your leg go?’ and Me- 
lissa’s really good at explaining it to all ages. 
She offers to let them touch it and takes that 
fear away 

‘At the adult level, Melissa really shares her 
story ... She doesn’t focus so much on losing 


her leg. She focuses more on what she has 
done since then and what she can still do.” 

Competing in Rio presents its own set of 
well-documented challenges, from the city’s 
high crime rate to potential water-borne ill- 
nesses. Tet she’s far from concerned. 

“We’U just be smart about it,” said Tolsma, 
who will be in Rio to cheer on his wife. “We’re 
bringing bug spray We’re going to bring fake 
wallets so if we get held up, we’U give them our 
fake wallet with a $20 bill inside. Whatever 
sponsor is hosting us down there is going to 
have staff to make sure we’re not drifting into 
bad neighborhoods. 

‘And the water, it is what it is. She went 
down for a test event last year and came back 
with a stomach bug. Was it related to that? I 
don’t know, but it was hard for four days. She’s 
worked so hard that she’s not gonna let a little 
stomach bug get in the way” 

At this point in time, it’s Stockwell whose 
extensive training has earned her the right 
to represent her country on the world 
stage. Someday, it might be an athlete from 
Dare2tri. Or a fellow veteran. Or someone 
who simply found her story inspiring. Maybe 
even her son. 

“Hopefully he’ll be proud of me and want 
to go and teU his friends that his mom with 
one leg did this and this, and here’s her medals 
from the Paralympics,” Stockwell said. “I joke 
around that he’s going to think that all moth- 
ers have one leg and he’ll be surprised that 
his friends’ moms have two legs. I think he’ll 
grow up seeing other athletes with physical 
disabilities doing these amazing things, he’ll 
see that they’re unstoppable even with their 
physical disability and he’ll realize that he can 
be unstoppable, too.”

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‘Suicide Squad’

At one point in “Suicide Squad,” one of the most commercially successful and 
culturally worthless movies of 2016, the Joker whispers his idea of a sweet nothing 
to his deranged moll, Harley Quinn: “Oh, I’m not goima kill you. I’m just goima 
hurt you really, really bad.” Those of us stiU emerging from an unusually dispiriting 
summer at the movies may have a surprisingly clear sense of what he means. 


It’s true that no one will actually die 
from the experience of watching, say, ‘Alice 
Through the Looking Glass” (the only obitu- 
aries it prompted were for Johnny Depp’s ca- 
reer, and those are likely premature). But it’s 
also true that for the regular moviegoer, this 
season’s steady IV drip of sequelitis and over- 
all multiplex mediocrity seemed to usher in a 
kind of slow spiritual death— one from which 
only a parallel diet of art-house fare and the 
prospect of fall Oscar-bait could offer any real 
hope of resurrection. 

The box-office battlefield has been handily 
divided among a few victors, some of them 
(“Finding Dory,” “Captain America: Civil 
War”) worthier than others (“The Secret Life 


of Pets,” “Suicide Squad”). But it is also lit- 
tered with the smoking remains of high-pro- 
file disappointments (“The BFG,” “Ghost- 
busters,” “The Legend ofTarzan”) and flat-out 
bad ideas (“Ben-Hur”). 

In between those commercial highs and 
lows were a few surprise champions (“Don’t 
Breathe,” “Lights Out,” “The Shallows”) that 
attested to the viability of the well-made, 
modestly budgeted B-thriller. Elsewhere, the 
studios sought to fortify their positions with 
trusty stalwarts (“Jason Bourne,” “Star Trek 
Beyond,” “X-Men: Apocalypse”) that none- 
theless emerged looking a tad battle-weary, as 
though well aware that the glory days of their 
respective franchises were behind them. 


I say this in full awareness that the only 
thing more tedious and predictable than se- 
quels, remakes and reboots is a critic who 
complains about sequels, remakes and re- 
boots. But even by the dimmest expectations 
of Hollywood originafity, this truly was the 
summer of our discontent, a season when 
an alarmingly disproportionate number of 
studio offerings— whether good, bad or un- 
speakably ghastly— were derived from pre- 
existing material: 

‘Alice Through the Looking Glass,” “Ben- 
Hur,” “Captain America: Civil War,” “The 
Conjuring 2,” “Ghostbusters,” “Ice Age: 
Collision Course,” “Independence Day: Re- 
surgence,” “Jason Bourne,” “The Legend of 
Tarzan,” “Mechanic: Resurrection,” “Neigh- 
bors 2: Sorority Rising,” “Now You See Me 2,” 
“Pete’s Dragon,” “The Purge: Election Year,” 
“Star Trek Beyond,” “Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles: Out of the Shadows,” “X-Men: Apoc- 
alypse.” 

It’s a long and enervating list, not because 
all these movies were failures or misfires; 
some of them (like “The Conjuring 2” and “Ja- 


son Bourne”) were actually rather good. But 
even the best examples seemed predicated on 
comforting audiences with the familiar rather 
than thrilling them with the new. 

And so there’s something fitting about the 
fact that the summer of 2016 so often felt like 
the industry’s failed attempt to defiver its own 
blockbuster sequel to the summer of 2015. At 
roughly this point last year, we were up to our 
ears in noteworthy studio movies, including 
wickedly smart, emotionally rich comedies 
(“Spy” “Trainwreck”), above-average sequels 
(“Mission: Impossible— Rogue Nation,” 

“Magic Mike NXE”), a major cross-demo- 
graphic hit (“Straight Outta Compton”) and 
one of the finest feats of franchise reinvention 
in recent memory (“Mad Max: Eury Road”). 

That summer overall emerged as the second 
highest-grossing on record, thanks especially 
to the smash success of “Jurassic World,” “In- 
side Out” and ‘Avengers: Age of Ultron.” 

On paper, the summer of 2016 looks to be 
even more lucrative, with a projected grand 
total of $4.5 billion in North American box- 
office receipts, narrowly beating last sum-

mer’s S4.48-billion haul. But just as commer- 
cial performance has never heen synonymous 
with quality so the numbers don’t entirely ac- 
count for why this summer carries the stench 
of failure in a way that the preceding summer 
didn’t. Let’s go in for a closer look: 

Female-driven 

action-comedies 

Sony’s girl-powered “Ghostbusters” was a 
moderately amusing, low-energy diversion 
that you couldn’t help but root for, if only 
to push back against the fanboys who spent 
months trashing the movie sight unseen, 
and who later spearheaded an astonishingly 
vicious, still-ongoing harassment campaign 
against one of the movie’s stars, Leshe Jones. 

But having the right representational 
stance only gets you so far, and in “Ghost- 
busters” those proton packs felt more Hke 
creative straitjackets. The movie seemed 
particularly thin next to last summer’s Paul 
Feig-Melissa McCarthy collaboration, “Spy,” a 
considerably smarter, funnier action-comedy 
hybrid whose righteous gender politics were 
all the more trenchant for welling up naturally 
from the material, rather than being a high- 
concept seUing point. 

Auteur-directed war epics 

A bomb at home but a massive hit overseas, 
Duncan Jones’ weirdly compelling misfire 
“Warcraft” carries echoes of so many ante- 
cedents in fantasy storytelling— “The Lord of 
the Rings,” “Star Wars,” “Game of Thrones,” 
even ‘Avatar”— that the possible influence of 
George Miller’s “Mad Max” movies may not 
immediately register. But the resemblance is 
there nonetheless in the feverish world build- 
ing, the grandiose pyrotechnic bombast, the 
creative use of piercings and bone-based 


bhng. The crucial difference, of course, is that 
with “Mad Max: Fury Road,” Miller gave us a 
supremely disciplined auteur triumph, while 
in “Warcraft,” Jones, a smart director with an 
insistently human touch, seemed to let his vi- 
sual effects get the better of him. 

Nostalgia-baiting sequels 

Lost amid some of the glowing industry as- 
sessments of last summer’s “Jurassic World” 
was the fact that it was a thoroughly dreadful 
movie —joyless, cynical and quite possibly evil 
in the way it seemed to herald an entire wave 
of exploitative remember-the-’qos sequels 
that are doubtless headed our way There’s 
some consolation in the fact that audiences 
largely rejected this year’s choking-on-fumes 
model, “Independence Day: Resurgence,” 
which stumbled its way into theaters as 
though having been revived from a two-de- 
cade coma with its heart and soul (Will Smith) 
surgically removed. 

Superhero spectaculars 

This summer wasn’t a total wash: Marvel’s 
appreciably well-crafted “Captain America: 
Civil War” was both a better Avengers movie 
than ‘Avengers: Age of Ultron” and a more 
engaging Ant-Man movie than ‘Ant-Man.” 
And I was fonder than most of Bryan Singer’s 
“X-Men: Apocalypse,” the latest entry in a 
franchise whose primary “fault”— the dizzy- 
ing, dynamic interplay among a sprawling cast 
of characters— is in fact its greatest virtue. 

But then came the endless, swirling CGI 
craptacular that was “Suicide Squad,” an all- 
psychos-on-deck anti-thriller that had the du- 
bious distinction of making “Batman v Super- 
man: Dawn of Justice” look like a paragon of 
plausible motivation and coherent mythmak- 
ing by comparison. I will leave it to more sea- 


soned scholars of comic-book adaptation lore 
to determine whether David Ayer’s movie was 
better or worse than last summer’s widely re- 
viled “Fantastic Four.” 

But at least that thing didn’t fancy itself as 
anything more than slapped-together non- 
sense, whereas “Suicide Squad” felt so much 
uglier and more pernicious: The worst garbage 
is the kind that considers itself a subversive act. 

Pixar delights 

Let’s end on a bright note. Last year Pixar gave 
us a mind-bending animated triumph in the 
form of “Inside Out,” one of the studio’s most 
creatively inspired efforts. This year’s model, 
“Finding Dory,” may not be in quite the same 
class, but it’s a witty deep-sea delight none- 
theless, a tale of famflial bonding and friend- 
ship that somehow deepens into a quasi- 
Proustian treatise on the nature of memory 
I’d actually place it a few leagues ahead of its 
beloved 2003 predecessor, “Finding Nemo,” 
not least because when it comes to their talk- 
ing-fish counterparts. I’d rather swim with El- 
len DeGeneres than Albert Brooks. 

More cause for optimism: “Finding Dory” 
aside, it’s been a splendid summer for nonfran- 
chise animation, on the evidence of “Kubo 
and the Two Strings,” a wondrously inventive 
stop-motion fantasy from Laika Entertain- 
ment, and “Sausage Party,” which is easily the 
finest supermarket sex comedy turned stealth 
religious allegory ever made. The two have 
little in common visually, thematically or de- 
mographicaUy, and yet each one represents a 
defiant outsider’s vision in an industry climate 
that has rarely seemed more hostile to inde- 
pendent thinking and creative alternatives. 

Should Hollywood ever be inclined to re- 
make “Suicide Squad” with talking hot dogs, 
I know Pd be first in line.
